He ran to the Larra- 
bee street police station, and Patrolman 
Nape was sent to the store, impressing into 
bis service a private watchman. 

Nape, standing on the sidewalk, saw the 
two burglars blow open the safe and ex- 
amine it. 

The policemen fired at the fleeing burglars, 
end one of the thieves turned and emptied 
lis revolver at the pursuers. When the 
policemen returned to the store they found 
that the burglars had left behind them a 
small motor and a dosen drills of all sizes. 
Saturday night the safe contained $300, but 
last night was empty. 3

Arch Deacon G, G. Ware Show How 
Conscience Avenges Evils.

Archdeacon George G. Ware, rector of 8t 
John’s Episcopal church of this city and 
of Christ Church of Lead, used Tun C- 
to illustrate his sermons in 
both churches yesterday, He was preaching 
from the text, Son, Remember.“ 
„Memory,.“ he said, is man’s greatest 
hell. It is the one thing which we are sure 
to take with us into eternity. It is the sur- 


and the worst hell of the unregenerate. It 
is.what we mean when we say ‘murder 
will out.“ 

Then Mr. Ware reached over and took up 
a paper that was on the lecturn beside the 
open bible. He said: 1 

Reads Story of Outcast’s Life. 

“In Tas Carcaco Trispune of Oct. 13 is 
a story that proves the point. Made an out- 
‘cast by a crime committed in May, 1902, 
and dogged in his wanderings by a guilty 
conscience, Carl Cheney gave himself up 
to the federal authorities in Chicago and 
begged them to send him to prison.” 

Mr..Ware read the entire half column story 
through, folded up the paper, and laid it 
‘back beside the bible. 

There are other stories of the same kind 
in the paper,” he said, “if I had time to 
read them, but the one will answer. Here 
‘Was a man whose life for eighteen months 
was a hell on earth because he could not get 
away from his memory. 


Many Tortured by Memory. 
Mr. Ware dwelt at considerable length upon 


and the Christian charity of the wronged em- 
ployer who refused to prosecute and gave 
the man a chance to work and repay the old 
debt.

TELLS WIFE AND ABSCONDS. 


Was Official in Bank of Mapleton, Minn.; 
Father on Supreme Court Bench. | 

Mapleton, Minn., Oct. 19.—[Special.)— 
Alfred A. Buck, cashier of the Mapleton 
State bank, has disappeared, leaving a letter 
in which he confesses that he is a defaulter 
to the amount of $18,700. . 

Before leaving Buck confessed to his 
that for twelve years he had been blackmaile@ 
by a Chicago family. In that time he said he 
had paid the Chicago family $31,000. 

Buck told his wife that twelve years ago 
he was made the victim of the Chicago fam- 
ily and foolishly paid the money demanded, 
though not legally or morally bound to do 
so. He declared that this family has ever 
sirice from time to time held him up. He has 
paid every demand, fearing the result of ex- 


posure on the health of his parents if he re- 
fused, but that he has finally obtained a 
receipt in full. 

Family Knew of Blackmail. 

Mr. Buck's family claim to have known 
something of this before, but say they had no 
idea that it was so serious. They say that 
there is no woman in this case, but absolute- 
ly refuse to give the names of the Chicago 
people. Mr. Buck was mayor of Mapleton 
until two weeks ago, when he resigned be- 
cause of public criticism of the lack of re- 
straint over a street carnival. 

Mr. Buck is a son of former Judge Buck 
of Mankato, a former justice of the Minne- 
gota Supreme court, who is algo president 
end half owner. of the Mapleton State bank. 
He announces he will make good his son's 
shortage.

Committee of Three Is Named to Inquire

FIRST SALOONKEEPER INDICTED 
UNDER STATE Law. 


‘Maintaining a “Common Nuisance” 
Charged Against J. H. Sullivan, 67 
Western Avenue — Pitiful Tale of 
Husband’s _ Downfall Moves the 
Grand Jury- W. C. T. U. Will Ask 
Mayor About “Side Entrances” and 


Advise with Ald, Minwegen. 


Although plans for the afti-family en- 
trance crusade still are in a nebulous state, 
some of the leaders in the movement yester- 
day secured the Indictment by the grand 
jury of a saloonkeeper. whose place is de- 
clared to be a side door resort. 

The indicted saloonkeeper is Jeremiah H. 
Sullivan, 67 Western avenue. The evidence 
against him was presented to the grand jury 
by the Rev. M. M. Parkhurst, superintendent 
of the Citizens’ league, and the society’s in- 
vestigator, A. W. Gillett. It is the first in- 
dictment of.a saloonkeeper ever obtained 
under the state law against common 
nuisances. 

Sullivan is said to cater especially to per- 
sons who put the “family entrance” on a 
par with the abolished wineroom. He re- 
peatedly has been the subject of complaints 
filed by families in the neighborhood who 
have suffered from the vicinity of Sullivan's 
resort. 

Tells of Husband’s Downfall. : 

It was after listening to a pitiful tale of a 
man's downfall through drink that the grand 
jurors voted the indictment.. Mrs. Minnie 
McGuire, 53 North Western avenue, told the 
iniquisitors her husband was ruined in Sulli- 
van's place, 

My husband got to going to Sullivan’s for 
a quiet drink with family friends,“ the wom- 
an said. In a short time he became a hab- 
itué of the resort and lost his job. Sullivan 


would continue to sell him drinks as long as 


he had any money in his pocket. I pleaded 
with Sullivan and warned him, but without 
success. Then I appealed to the Citizens’ 

Dr. Parkhurst several times sent his inves- 
tigators to the place. Their verdict was that 
the saloon was typical of the resorts which 
thrive on the busfness which comes through 
the side door. It is believed by the leaders 
of the crusade that the most effective line of 
prosecution will be under the common nui- 
sance act. The penalty is imprisonment 
8 twenty to fifty days or a fine of $50 to 

100. 

Questions for Chief and Mayor. 

Why women are excluded from the saloons 
within the union loop, but not in the rési- 
dence portions of the city, is the first ques- 
tion the promoters of the joint crusade will 
ask Chief O'Neill. It was discovered dur- 
ing the day that this was a police order and 
was based upon no specific ordinance relat- 
ing to women in saloons. Mayor Harrison 
will be asked if he will close the family 
entrances’ of saloons in any quarter of the 
city where it is shown that the presence of 


women in the resorts is undesirable. 


Mrs. Theophila E. Bassett, president of 
the Cook county central committee of the 
W. C. T. U., has called a meeting for next 
Monday afternoon, at which the plans for 
the war on the family entrance will be 
formulated. Miss Brehm, state president of 
the union, announced that she would ask 
the committee to call a joint meeting of all 
the reform societies in the city interested in 
different phases of the saloon problem.

Effort to Crush Small 


IT WILL BE . OPPOSED. 


Possibility of Arbitration of De- 
. mands of the City Rail- 
way Workers. 


‘ Building contractors are alleged to be 
back of the movement of the National Al- 
Hance of Building Trades to absorb the small 
labor organizations and thus bring an end to 


-jurisdictional controversies. 


Representatives of the unions scheduled to 
go out of existence declared yesterday that 
the new National Building Contractors’ as- 
sociation is being formed to work in har- 
mony with the alliance. According to their 
claims the scheme involves the disbanding 
of all but nine unions and the forcing out of 
business of all but the large contractors. 

The scheme is the most gigantic that the 
building industry has seen, said an officer 
of the steamfitters’ union. “ Organizations 
like the one I represent will never consent to 
go out of existence at the request of a com- 
bination, no matter how strong it may be. 
We will fight, even if our efforts cause a 
strike in every city in the country. 


Arbitration Plan Dropped. 


Three months ago we started a move- 
ment in this city to establish a joint arbitra- 
tion board of the contractors and the union. 


It was taken up eagerly by both parties, but 


as eagerly dropped. We could not discover 
the cause until we learned that nine of the 
large unions: had representatives to 


Indianapolis to form an alliance. Then we

Te on Picket Duty. 

Journeymen tailors from some of the lead- 
ing establishments of Chicago were on picket 
duty at the various railroad stations during 
the day watching for two trunks from Kan- 
sas City filled with unfinished suits of clothes 
that are to be completed in local shops. The 
trunks were not found. Three months ago 
the tailors of Kansas City struck to obtain 
the free workshop and have been out ever 
since. Four of the leading firms there have 
been @nable to get men and have sent their 
goods to Chicago and New York for comple- 
tion. A consignment, packed in two trunks, 
was due to arrive here. 


Will Oppose Advance of Wages. 

One hundred and thirty-six carriage and 
wagon makers of Chicago are preparing to 
resist any demands for an increase in wages 
or decrease in hours to be made by their em- 
ployés. At a meeting of their association at 
the Sherman house last evening a general 
plan was submitted for treating with the 
men. Those present were of the opinion that 
their employés were receiving wages as high 
as the times will permit. 

Freight Handlers Reach Agreement. 

Representatives of the Freight Handlers’ 
union, headed by John H. Larkin of the 
street car men, who acted as adviser, held 
a conference with General Manager Simpson 
of Marshall Field & Co.’s wholesale shipping 
room in the afternoon. They declared that 
the firm had discriminated against members 
of the union and presented the-cases of two 
men who were dropped last week. Manager 
Simpgon agreed to reinstate them, and prom- 
ised that when the union presented other 
names he would investigate, and if the men 
are found to have been unjustly discharged 
he would reinstate them. 

Darrow Back; Talks of Labor. 

Restriction of output, the charge that has 
been made against American labor unions, 
was upheld yesterday as one of the “ legiti- 
mate rights ot organized workingmen by 
Attorney Clarence 8. Darrow, who has just 
returned from a trip through England, Ger- 
many, France, Holland, and Belgium. 

Almost all English workingmen are trade 
unionists,’’ said Attorney Darrow, and most 
employers prefer to deal with them. The open 
shop question is, therefore, not much dis- 
cussed. One hardly ever hears any reference 
to restriction of output. This restriction is, 
however, one of the most legitimate rights 
of trade unions. 

“The points that are demanding the atten- 
tion of the trade unionists and the public ip 
general in England afe the boycott, the strike, 
the lockout, and the injunction, especially 
the action of the courts with reference to 
these matters. The decisions of the English 
courts have been hostile to labor unions. 
Their rulings are tending towards a uni- 
versal declaration that picketing is illegal 
and injunctions will be issued on account of

Opens When Agent Gleason Refuses to 
Discharge Furnace Tenders in 
Palos, Chamberlain, and Bristol 
_ Apartments—Picketing Is Begun, 
but Enjoined by Judge Holdom 
Strikers Are Driven away by 
Police—Nonunion Men Installed. 


Flat janitors on the south side spent 3 
busy twelve hours yesterday. Fifty of them 
went on a strike, were driven away from the 
scene of the trouble by a dozen policemen, 
were served with an injunction, and then, 
calling a meeting, decided to spread the 
strike today. 

The trouble was started by a walkout of the 
men employed in the Palos apartment house, 
Thirty-first street and Calumet avenue; the 
Chamberlain, Thirty-first street and Indiana 
avenue; and the Bristol, Forty-third and 
Greenwood avenue. The cause of the strike 
was the appearamsce of nonunion men to tend 
some of,the furnaces. 

The buildings are owned by Mrs. Louisa M. 
Miller and Dr. H. B. Chamberlain, but are in 
charge of Agent C. R. Gleason. The officers 
of the union went to Mr. Gleason and asked 
that he discharge the nonunion men, This he 
refused to do, and when the officers coulé-not 
find Dr. Chamberlain they fined him $100 for 
breaking their agreement and called the 
strike. 

The apartment houses were picketed and 
150 families found themselves unable to get 
supplies, or warm water. Agent Gleason 
called on the police for aid, put in nonunion 
men, and prepared for a fight. The first 
step in this was an application to Judge 
Holdom for an injunction restraining the 
members of the union from picketing the 
buildings. 


Order Out 150 Men. 

When this was served at 5 o’clock Presi- 
dent William Feather of the union called a 
council of the leaders and decided to take 
radical action. The organization controls 
150 janitors in the various buildings in charge 
of Gleason, and these were ordered to strike. 
Detalls of pickets were set patrolling the 
three houses, and the officers of the Team- 
sters’ union were requested to keep their men 
away from them. 

We are going to show the property own- 
ers of the city that they cannot fool with 
us,“ said President Feather. We have an 
agreement with Dr. Chamberlain, but he 
broke it, and we have put a fine of $100 
against him. When we collect this we will 
give it to charity, and we will collect it, too.” 


Trunkmakers Compromise. 

The trunk and bag manufacturers of the 
city have compromised with their employés. 
who were locked out seven weeks ago when

As now in use, the law provides for 
fees for certain acts and proyides none for 
others. Then, too, a justice often is at the 
mercy of his friends. who expect him to let 
them off from paying the fees due him.

He has had 
an office in Evanston during the last four

FEDERAL COMMISSION SCORED. 


Interstate Commerce Commigsion Is De- 
, nounced as Seeking to Exercise 
Autocratic Powers. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.—[Special. }—In 
a pamphlet entitled The Regulation of 
Commerce Through a Dispensing Power.“ 
Joseph Nimmo Jr., formerly chief of the 
bureau of statistics of the tréasury depart- 
ment, denounces the interstate commerce 
commission in an emphatic manner. After 
reviewing the history of the commission Mr. 
Nimmo says: 

“In its various attempts during the last 
ten years to acquire the dispensing power 
the interstate commerce commission per- 
sistently has antagonized the federal ju- 
diciary. 

“ Notwithstanding the fact that the law 
creating it does not require that any one of 
the members shall be a lawyer, the commis- 
sion has not hesitated to assert its opinions 
as against that of the great lawyers of the 
Supreme court, both in regard to questions 
of fact and legal constitutiona! questions as 
well as with regard to questions of public 
policy, which specially concern the judicial 
power of the United States. The commission 
also has attempted to usurp the powers of 
the judiciary, override the judiciary, and cir- 
cumvent the judiciary.” 

Nimmo brings to light certain acts of the 
commission which he holds to be grossly im- 
proper. The first consisted of allying itself 
to a propaganda committed to the task of 
inducing commercial bodies to indorse its 
claims to exercise autocratic powers, and the 
second consisted of the issuance of an official 
order by the commission to its secretary to 
address letters to commercial organizations 
requesting them to petition the senators and 
representatives of their respective states to 
favor the bill which had the purpose of con- 
ferring an autocratic power on the commis- 
sion. The third charge preferred is that the 
commission for fifteen years neglected to 
apply the civil remedy for the suppression 
of violations of established rates until the 
month of March, 1902.

MARCH 600 MILES IN WOODS. 


Forty-eight Sailors Reach Ottawa After 
Forty-two Days of Hardships in 
Northern Wilds. 


Ottawa. Ont., Oct. 19.—After suffering ter- 
rible hardships in a 600 mile march through 
the wilds of northern Canada, Capt. Ferry 
and forty-seven members of the crew of the 
steamer Eldorado of Liverpool passed 
through this city today en route for 
Montreal. 

The Eldorado, a ship of 850 tons burden, 
struck an uncharted rock at the entrance of 
Hudson bay, near Fort George, and sank, 
All the crew succeeded in getting ashore, but 
were completely destitute of provisions and 
saved only the clothing that was upon their 
backs.

INSANE PATIENT IS KILLED 
IN FIGHT WITH KEEPERS. 


Thomas Hartley, Formerly of Chicago, 
Attacks Guards at Peoria Asylum 
and Dies from Injuries.

Canada Refuses to Sign. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Oct. 20, 3 a. m.—Messrs. Ayles- 
*worth and Jette, the Canadian members of 
the Alaska boundary tribunal, refuse to 
sign the decision. Their refusal, however, 
does not affect the decision, as it is signed 
by a majority of the members of the tribunal, 
and is therefore final. 

Not only did the Canadian commissioners 
refuse to affix their signatures to the draft of 


while Lord Chief Justice Alverstone, Sec- 
retary Root, Senator Lodge, and ex-Senator 
Turner signed the document at the foreign 
office last evening. 

Messrs. Aylesworth and Jette carried their 
outspoken disapproval of the decision to the 
point of refusing to sign even that section of 
the decision giving the Portland canal to 
Canada. The only thing remaining to be 
done at the public session tomorrow is that 
the majority of the tribunal complete and 
sign the map which accompanies the decision, 
and which minutely determines the course of 
the boundary in accordance with the Amer- 
ican contentions contained in question No. 5. 

An engrossed copy of the decision also will 
be signed on Tuesday. 

The refusal of Messrs. Aylesworth and 
Jette to coincide in Lord Alverstone’s view 
was only known to a few persons here last 
night, but at the foreign office and-in high 
government circles it has created a painful 
impression. There is no hope expressed that 
the Canadian commissioners will reconsider 
their attitude and sign the engrossed copy of 
the decision which will stand as the interna- 
tional record of the tribunal's finding.

MUCH FOR TOWN’S RESOURCES. 


Delegates Arriving for Convention 
Find Accommodations Are Lacking 
Hight in a Room Is the Rule-—Maxzy 
_ Threaten to Start Back Home Forth- 
with — Pelitical Gossip Occupies 
the Journey of the esse Spe- 
cial. | 

{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Cairo, III., Oct. 19.—[Special.}—Cairo was 


besieged by 800 tired and exasperated club 


women tonight, and the hotelkeepers are in 
despair. The annual convention of the fed- 
erated women's clubs of the state in 
the opera house here tomorrow m . 
Before the gavel of President Bacon of De- 


catur summons the congress to order a score 


of delegates and one or two speakers are 
likely to go back to their homes in disgust. 
Cairo has failed to find room for the invading 
host. 

Gov. Yates, frozen out by the feminine 
throng, will sleep in a car on the sidetrack, 
but even with the governor conquered by his 
gallantry and sidetracked, there is not room 
in Cairo for the federationists. 

Soon after sunrise special trains began hur- 
rying toward Egypt from ‘every corner of 
Illinois, and long before the last locomotive 
came to a standstill in front of the Cairo 
depot the boarding house keepers, the hotel 
proprietors had cornered the cot and folding 
bed market and were figuratively calling for 


hammocks, 
Chicago Special Adds to Woe. 

Just as the hospitable people of this down 
state metropolis had reached the brink of 
despair, the Chicago special pulled in, and 
250 more women swooped down on the al- 
ready overcrowded city. P's: 

First come, first served, and hurry,” was 
the slogan, and the Chicago women, tired as 
they all were, hurried. Confusion met them 
in the hotel office. There were not enough 
boys to handle their baggage, there were no 
chairs for them to sit on. 

They lined up in front of the hotel desk and 
clamored in vain for rooms. Aline was 


formed in the hotel rotunda, and ome after | 


another the delegates registered and received 
their room assignment. In some cases eight 
delegates were assigned a single room; in no 
case was a smaller number than four quar- 
tered between as many walls. This caused 
open rebellion. 


Fence Fixing on Train. 

From the time the Chicago special left 
the Illinois Central depot at 10 o’clock this 
morning until it steamed into the open gates 
of Cairo eleven hours later every telegraph 
pole that swept by punctuated lively parlia- 
mentary debates, factional disputes, and dis- 
connected fragments of gossip and “* jolly.” 
During the forenoon the credential commit- 
tee called the roll and checked off the ab- 
sentees and in the afternoon the finance 
committee counted the coin in the feder- 
ation’s purse and prepared its report. 

Mrs. Alice Bradford Wiles, who came down 
on the special, was charged by her enemies 
with organizing the Daughters of 1812 to get 
into the St. Louis biennial next year as an 
accredited delegate. 

Mrs. Katherine Story Westfall of the Klio 
association was brought to the fore ‘as a 
candidate for the vice présidency of the First 
congressional district.

Moral suasion as a substitute for the old 
time ferule in the discipline of the school- 
room yesterday was questioned by the school 
management committee of the board of edu- 
cation. In dismissing charges pending 
against’ Principal Orville T. Bright of the 
Doolittle school in connection with the re- 
moval” of Dean Sherry from the pupils’ 
marching line, the committee went on record 
as saying that there are occasions when 
moral suasion is far behind the birch rod as

“It was an occasion that required prompt 
action, and theré was no opportunity for 
moral suasion,’’ said District Superintendent 
Charles D. Lowry in his report. 

The committee went further and declared 
that when a teacher is engaged in a class- 
room he need not leave his class for the pur- 
pose of interviewing or being interviewed 
by the mother of the boy disciplined.

Helen Sherry, 3719 Rhodes avenue, that 
Principal Bright had treated her rudely 
when she called to demand an explanation of 
why her son had been abused.“

WIND SHIELD NOT USED. | 


Horse Is Driven by His Owner 
and Is Unaided by Any 
Apparatus. 


Wichita, Kas., Oct. 19.—[Special. NO.] 
is Cresceus 1:50%, the great stallion having 
earned the right to again pass as the king of 
trotters by circling the track here this after- 
noon in one-quarter of a second faster time 
than ever a mile had been trotted before, 
even with the aid of a windshield. Cresceus 
had no wind shield to assist him, only honest 
old Mike the Tramp, which has paced him. 
in all of his fast miles, going with him to 
urge him along. 

Never was there a more perfect day, just a 
trace of wind from the south helped him on 
the homestretch, while what damage it 
might have done by catching him in the face 
on the backstretch was done away with by 
thé trees with which the track fs bordered on 
that side, which served as a wind break. 

In the judges’ stand were 8. B. Amidon, 
D. B. Herdon, and George 8. Freeman as 
judges while C. Jordan of Lyons, Kas., a 
starter of experience in association stands, 
acted as starter and also as timer. The other 
timers were F. Stearns and H. F. Eames. 


Goes a Preliminary Mile. 

Cresceus was first brought out on the track 
at 2:30 o’clock, when he was given a thorough 
workout, and then was sent a mile in 2:15, 
which is the fastest mile, according to Mr. 
Ketcham, that he ever went without com- 
pany. Half an hour later he again was har- 
nessed, and this time Mike the Tramp came 
with him. There was a cheer when he ap- 
peared on the track and it was announced 
that he would go to beat his own record of 
2:02%. It was also announced that the horse 
was in grand condition and that the record 
would be broken if Cresceus could doit. Once 
the great stallion scored down before Mr. 
Ketcham asked for the word. The next time 
he broke three lengths 
and passed under the wire on the run. 

„He is anxious today, said Mr. Ketcham, 
as he camp back. and he is going to get, 
away fast. 


First Quarter in Thirty Seconds, 
Once more they came down with Mike the 
Tramp, a nose ahead. At the eighth there 
was a snspicion of a falter, but the quarter 
was reached in :80, and when the half was 
reeled off in on the crowd arose in a solid 
mass and cheered loudly. : 
The spectators held their breath when the 
board was bung out as the pair passed the 
varters pole in 1:30 flat, a two minute 
clip, and turned into the homestretch with 
the wind at his back. Cresceus was going 
evenly and like well oiled machinery. Down 
the stretch they tore like a wHirlwind, the

Loses Stride in the Stretch. 
Near the south end of the amphitheater in 
the stretch Cresceus struck his knee, and for 
an ifstant it looked like the horse could not 
maintain the terrific sneed, for the usually 
steady stride was broken and he faltered. 
But two hops and he was again moving like. 
machinery. There was no quitting. and he 


- -gped under the wire trotting as squarely as if 
out for a heat to beat 2:30. ; 


It is reckoned by many that he lost fully 
one second in the break. Watches all over 
the grandstand differed from one-quarter to 
five seconds. Many caught him at 2:00 flat, 
while others caught the time at 2:02, and 
several as low as 1:58. The official time was: 
First quarter, :30%; half, :50%; three-quar- 
ters, 1:30; and mile, 1:50%. 

Owner Ketcham after the horse had been 
turned over to the grooms was lifted from 
his sulky and carried to the judges’ stand on 
the shoulders of President Irwin and other 
admiring friends. He declared that Cresceus 
took advantage of his last chance, and that 
had he not broken the record today he never 
would have done so. 


Ketcham Talks of Performance. 

I might have waited ten years and not 
have found such conditions, said he. The 
day was ideal, the track fast, and the horse 
was in prime condition. Mike the Tramp 
stretched himself until he was nearly straight 
on the backstretch. What little wind there 
was helped me on the homestretch, and on 
the other side it could not get at me because 
of the trees.

Although all indications yesterday pointed 
in the same direction, the powerful influ- 
ence that compelled the Harlem Jockey 
club officials to reinstate D. J. Lynch, ruled 
off for alleged fraud, forced to silence those 
who knew the names of the interceders. 

The officials declined to make any state- 
ment in addition to the ruling issued last 
Sunday. There were many conjectures, and 
gome were 80 close that at the track the 
bookmakers would not have offered more 
than even money they were not correct. 

“It is reasonable that if these officials 
could be forced to rescind one of their rul- 
ings they still believe to have been just, the 
same ‘gang’ has enough influence to keep 
their names from publication,” declared 
racing official, 

Talk of Protection Money.” 
the wise ones there were tales 
of “ protection money " paid during the race 
meetings. One of the stories said each track 
had paid $500 a week while the races were on. 

“This $500 was split between three, said 
the relator. “ This was not much coin for 
such a protection. The money, however, 
placed on horses out to win was and is a 
fine income. Who could offer such protec- 
tion? O, I don’t know. Ask Nathanson. He 
or Col. Hamilton might throw some light on 
the question.

It was suggested that Nathanson and Ham- 
fiton might have refused to make the re- 
instatement and have offered their resigna- 
tions instead. 

Will Make Public Distrustful. 


“Every one must belleve the racing offi- 
clals have been acting honestly in this mat- 
ter,” said one sporting man. At the same 
time it is a hard blow to the game. If the 
public comes to believe that all races are 
‘fixed’ and horses can be pulled or 
‘doped’ in any race they easily may come to 
distrust every race. I would not be surprised 
if all the tracks were closed. There has been 
a rush to the downtown poolrooms, and the 
public connects them with the racetracks, so 
that it would not be wonderful if this ruling, 
with the confession attached, should lead to 
much trouble for the racing men. It may 
lead to a new racing law, perbaps similar 
to that in New Tork.“
